Let this fact give us aerioaanoss, while we 
tim to the fntare. We are flziag eondittoas 
giving life and energy to laws, that must reach 
far forward. If these are wrong, we are en- 
meshing those who are to be born, burdening' 
them with undoing our work. Listen to the 
solemn eloqaent appeal of Bdmand Borke on 
the responsibilities of civil society: 

"Society is indeed a contrai l but 

the state ought not to li>' considered as noth- 
ing better than a partnership agreement in a 
trade of popper and eolTee, calico and tobacco 
to be taken up for a little tempo- 
rary inlerevt, and to be dissolved by the fancy 
of the parties. It is to be looked upon with 
other revoraaoe, because it is not a partaership 
ta things snbservient, only to the gross animal 
existence of a temporary and perishable na- 
ture. It is A [lartnership in all seience, u part- 
neriibip in all art, a partnership in every virtue 
and in all perfection. .\ad as tha ends of 
such a partnership sannot be obtalsed In many 



fenerations, it becomes a partnersKi)' nil only 
among those who are living, but between those 
who are living, those who Srs doad, and thoaa 

who are to be born." 

If we can sober our temper and exalt our 
conception to harmonize with Burke's grand 
tones, wo may appreeiato him when he speaks 
of "an oblation of tha state itself as a worthy 

offering on the high altar of universal praise. ' 

Just now the minds of our people are in a 
fermsnt, not haaaase of tha vfeioaa goveraawat 

of our cities, or the decay of civic righteous- ' 
ness, or the wresting of govt-rnment powers 
to personal gain. These st-em too remote and ■ 
abstract for serious thought, until at least the ' 
profits appear in other hands. Not these j 
things, but trusts, ccml'ines, corimratinns are 
I reating ferment of helpless indignation. But 
in this ca^e, we complaia of nothing but the 
result of laws ef our own making. They are 
all corporations, exercising corporate powers 
duly i-onferred upon them a<■(•■'rdin^,' to la;v. 
A corporation is a creation of law, a fiction 
legally endowed with more than r>er8onal rights 
and powers; a scheme often resorted to ia or» 
der t<> e.-icape manly responsibility, a person 
without soul or body. It has no natural exist- 
ence and no natural rights. It cannot be 
sent to prison or haaged. It never langhs or 
cries, never loves or hates. We sjieak of God 
making everything. 1 sometimes wonder if be 
made a Ni-w Jersey oorporati'm. law WO 
made these monstrous fictions. 

Hy law we have relieved them from the ac- 
1 ounlability in-eparable from real persons. 
They are a secret cabinet, within which, bid- 
den from pablie view, sligkt-of>hand may work 
its deceptions. The world with which this tic 
tion deals rarely gets a peep into the secret 
cabinet where the work is d(jne. and then only 
after a saige and asaaalt, to find, aa in other 
captarad fortroasea, only rats and scavenger 
dogs. 

Natural persons are Jivuiely endowed with 
certain inalienable rights, but they are held 
within certain limitations and to csrtain re 
sponsibilitlas. They mast do their work andor 
their own name. They must respond in person 
and property for their conduct. They are lim- 
ited by want of strength and knowledge, and 
above all by the shortness of human life. Ev- 
ery generation passes like a weaver's shuttle. 
Uarely any n.itural per^un enjoys the power 
given by experience and capital and full vigor 
for thirty years. Decay and death await him, 
and then thj Probata Coort aad diatribntioa of 
the estate.

tryini; tu undernell the others by a lesa worthy 
output. N'j $tate ran protect itaolf or ita own 
people againat the plague. No protective tariff 
ia poaaible hare. Ohio eonid not protect itself 
agaiMt New Janey, and ^o ebe changed her 
Convtitation, no aK to meet the foe on her 
loweKt level. 

We are like the fiaberman in the Arabian 
NiKhtr, who opened the copper veaael raked np 
fr .nj thei>ea. .\t first he -aw nothing bet a 
wrcaih of blue smoke, but «ood it had become 
a frightful moDitter, vomiting coals of fire, iu 
haoda winnowir^.- fans and ita foot the weapon* 
of a deatniyin^' arij;?!.

avoiding everything bearing unequally upon the 
paople, and all appearance of interference with 
individual enti r[.ri-e. indiviiiual thrift, indivi.ioal 
energy, and not assuminj: my jiower or function 
that mav be safely left to the (xjople. 

When our eoatrcveray with tnuta and coo- 
bines baa become acute, when the ease Socialism 
Individualism is ( n trial, fray there riot h.- a 
searching inquiry inti' the <au»eif, the aider:) 
and abettors of the Truxts? And bow far oor 
GovornmenU have adopted aad saactioned 
SoctaKatic measures? 

It rpa.-i.nallc t^. e.xpect that corporate 
powers will be curtailed, that tbe»e creationj> 
of Government will be informed that they must 
anbait to control; that, having only charter 
righta aad an artifleial life, they must not assert 
natural rights and an unending life. What elst 
may come under rigorous inspection cannot he ! 
foreneen. 

May it not happen that the people will look 
behind these corporations to learn on what 
■wat.- ciir ('asar hath fed. that h.- hath grown 
ao great. i*oubtie«ii it will bt» decided that con- 
ferring corporate powers without limit, without 
regulations, or responsibility, or acconntabilitv, 
or publicity, or termination, wae the first and 
great blunder. But what aido have rendered 
them service and made thorn tc formidable'.'

I have no time row to pursue 
this history ko little known, ts painful to those 
who have made thamaelves faaiUar with it. 
SuAce it to any, that tha meaaat* waa aypoaad 
by the foraaoat men io tha ooantry, that ita 
exifdit-n y was d-nied, its danger.i pointHd out. 
and it« nnconstitutionality demonstrated. 

I know that our Supreme Court has injected 
the unlimited legal taadar power into the Coo- 
atitntioB,aad aa a good Amarican I believe: but 
"Lord help my unbaUaf." 

It requires no mora than the reading of Madi- 
son's Reports to learn that those who aiade the 
Constitution bated legal tender intensely ; that 
they act only gave ao such power, but they re- 
jected, with but one disiient, a proposition to 
give Coagraaa power to issue Treasury notea. 
Their expraasioae in that debate leave no doubt 
of their intention. It is true, als* , that no ex- 
pounder of tur ini<t4tBtion>', from Hamilton to 
Webster, ever gave qaarter far a minut* to le- 
gal tender. Solemn aaauraaeaa ware gives that 
tha draatic madieine of war should never be- 
come f"f d fhat tb(- i.ctH- ^ih".i!d ! c j aid and 
retired at so( n a.- peac»- returned. .\t the end 
of forty year* this soeialiatic Intrusion by Gov- 
ernment into every traaaaction still continues. 
Following the same line of theory, the Govern- 
ment for year.'- engaj;.;d in a >peculative ^cheme 
to raife the price of silver, losing directly many 
million.'' jf dollars, and Sow issues a note for 
one dollar on every fifty cnts worth of silver. 
We see tbeworld'-' iart:>-^I hank of issue in our 
Treasury Iiepartrr.t-r.t. '.he Pr>?siden! "f tk- 
I'nited :!tat«s and the Secretary of tt>« Trea«- 
nry its Preoident and Cashier, the members of 
Congress. f.jr the time being, ita Directors, not 
one ir. ten 'f them experts in finance, and not 
a man of the wbolr outfit with a dollar of stock 
in the Bank, and not onr rcsponaible in parse 
or peraoB for ita mismaaagement. Thia aggrega- 
tion is the eighth w(.nder if the world. 

And the elf»-ct .' Th s f.O' d of notes furnishes 
lii tr. 'If card.- "ind dice for business gambling. 
The farmer, the laborer, the mechanic, the sal- 
aried servant are not the bcneileiaries. They 
coin their tim*- minute ly mlLut- . their blood 
drop bydri'i.to givean ••»|u!valect in the bard- 
•r.-: of COIL. But the va^t aggregations of 
wealth have this exbaostleaa store of notec at 
their will, to be drawn off and driven by a lagal 
taadar f' r e [ jmp, they list, to accomplish 
the worii wtertrto they nerd it. 

How strangely this all sounds when com ru'^t' d 
with the simplicity of onr Government tifty 
yeara ago, when there was a total separation 
between Gc vernment and private busiiie.-'.''. when 
elections did not frighten the people or :jhake 
the fabric of produetioa aad exehange; when 
Government neither iaauad nor received notea 
of any kind: when no taxea were exacted but 
f.ir nwcessary r^v^•nue when aP i rivav liusi- 
ness waa free from the terrors of i"<liticai con- 
trovarsies : when— these great economic ques- 
tiona out of the way - the people could take up 
and consider and settle "therquestiuns ai> they 
roae. For the past forty years we have settled 
nothing. We are like a farmer tied to bis 
honae by a fire smouldering secretly, afraid t' 
go the bam or the field lest a conflagration 
break out.

Some may even query how it happaas thaS s 
large lorti^n -f „u' lawmaker* are kasaleiS' 
ries of the taxes they levy. 

And some, with wider view, may wosder 
whether we have been more efleiMt in ahattiagr 
others oat than shutting ouraelraa Is; whathar 
the wa;' againiit foreign products ia not jus*, 
aa high on one tide aa on the other; whether 
the plea against pauper labor of Europe has 
not lost its force, since i»«alladBnropassps^ 
pers are pouring into our country by mlHioss: 
whether w.- have gained hy ahandoning tks 
world's trade and commerce where tbe harvssla 
are wealth aad civilization. 

And most startling of all, tbe people may 
raise the question whether it i» right to tax 
one for the benefit i f another; whether the Gov- 
triiment, the common agent and protector of 
all, can rightfully levy taxea oa sll for tha has*- 
fit of a part. 

In conclusion, let me repeat: This county can- 
not permanently endure half socialistic and half 
individualistic. Either the Govenuaast will 
cease all interference with private affairs, or 
all private affaire will become puhli.' ooncerrs. 

!n the roming struggle it will be of first im- 
p('rt.inc« that c ur Uovernment shall have clean 
bands; that they may not be charged with fur- 
nishing examples and iacastivaa to toeialiaa; 
that their va.-t powers, like the air around ns 
may press so e'lually that none may feel tbe 
harden.
